Students walk 
from one end of campus to the 
other in about five minutes. 


Dawn Chamberlin 
completed her 
17th season as 
head coach of 
the Salisbury 
University field 
hockey program in 2003 by joining 
an elite group—coaches who have 
led their team to a national 
championship. With a 4-1 win over 
Middlebury in the NCAA Champion- 
ship Game, Chamberlin’s squad 
captured the 2003 national title 
and completed a 20-1 season. The 
latest championship simply adds to 
Chamberlin’s long list of 
accomplishments with the Sea 
Gulls. SU captured its ninth 
straight Capital Athletic Conference 
championship in 2003 and 
returned to the NCAA Champion- 
ship Tournament for the 19th time 
in 20 years while also advancing to 
the final four for the seventh time. 


Chamberlin, who ranks among the 
most successful coaches in school 
history, has a 241-78-8 career 
record in her 17 seasons with the 
Sea Gulls, including 37-4 over the 
past two seasons. The program 
has produced 34 national 
All-Americans—including two more 
in 2003—and 74 all-region players 
during Chamberlin's tenure. 
Salisbury's has also dominated the 
Capital Athletic Conference, 
sweeping the conference’s 
individual awards for the fourth 
straight year in 2003. 


Chamberlin, who registered her 
200th career victory during the 
2001 campaign, has been honored 
as the NFHCA's South Region 
Coach-of-the-Year four times,

including 2002. She has also been 
named the Capital Athletic 
Conference's Coach of the Year in 
each of the past nine seasons. She 
led her squad to an amazing streak 
of 45-straight CAC victories 
between 1996 and 2001. 


Chamberlin is a 1985 graduate of 
the University of lowa, where she 
was a four-year letterwinner on the 
highly successful field hockey team. 
The Hawkeyes won the Big Ten 
championship outright from 1981 to 
1983, before sharing the top spot in 
1984. The ’84 squad finished 
second in the nation. Chamberlin, 
lowa's co-captain as both a junior 
and senior, was also a member of 
the national indoor championship 
team and was selected to the 
All-Big Ten team during her senior 
year. 


While at lowa, she also received the 
Women's Intercollegiate Athletic 
Academic Award (1982-1985) and 
the Physical Education Academic 
Achievement Award (1983-1985). 
Chamberlin earned her Master of 
Education from Salisbury in 1987 
and her doctorate from the 
University of Maryland in 2000.

A TRADITION OF SUCCESS 


During the past two decades, Salisbury 
has established itself as one of the 
premier field hockey programs among 
NCAA Division III institutions. The Sea 
Gulls are one of just nine schools to 
have captured the national champion- 
ship since its inception in 1981, claiming 
the top prize with an undefeated 21-0 
campaign in 1986 and again in 2003 
with a 20-1 record. Since their first visit 
to the NCAA postseason tournament in 
1984, the Gulls have become a regular 
contender for the national title, with 
appearances in 19 of the last 20 NCAA 
postseason tournaments through the 
2003 season. 


In addition to the national championship 
in 1986 and 2003, SU has advanced to 
the Final Four on five other occasions, 
finishing as a national semifinalist in 
1987, 1988, 1992, 2000 and 2002. 
Additionally, the Gulls have been national 
quarterfinalists four other times since 
1989. Salisbury's outstanding facility has 
also served as a regional host site for 
the national championship tournament 
on five occasions, including 2003, and 
host of the Final Four in 2000. 


The Sea Gulls notched 10 consecutive 
winning seasons from 1983 to 1992 and 


finished in the top ten in the final 
rankings in each of those seasons. The 
Sea Gulls finished the 1997 regular 
season as the number one ranked team 
in the final NCAA Division III national 
poll, placed second in the final poll of 
2001 and 2003, and third in the final 
2002 poll. SU has reached double- 
figures in wins in 19 of the last 

21 seasons, and has averaged 14 wins 
per year during Dawn Chamberlin's 
tenure as head coach. 


Salisbury also claimed its ninth straight 
Capital Athletic Conference champion- 
ship in 2003. The Sea Gulls compiled a 
record 45-game conference winning 
streak between 1996 and 2001. 


Quality programs are comprised of 
talented individuals. Salisbury is well 
represented on the national and 
regional all star teams each season. 
During Chamberlin's tenure, the Gulls 
have produced 34 national All-Americans 
and had a total of 74 players selected to 
the all-South Region team. Additionally, 
Chamberlin has been honored as the 
region's Coach-of-the-Year four times 
and the Capital Athletic Conference's 
Coach of the Year nine times, including 
once again in 2003.

SALISBURY CLAIMS ITS SECOND 


NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP 


With a dominating 4-1 victory over 
undefeated Middlebury in the national 
championship game on November 22 in 
Annville, PA, Salisbury claimed its 
second national championship and 
further secured its position among the 
nation’s field hockey elite. The Sea 
Gulls closed the year with 11-straight 
wins and finished 20-1 on the season. 


Even Head Coach Dawn Chamberlin, 
who has piloted the Gulls for the past 
17 years and has been the architect for 
much the program's success, had 
difficulty expressing her emotions 
following the championship game. “This 
is great and words can't express how 
we feel,” said Chamberlin. “We played 
lots of tough games this year and had a 
difficult bracket against stiff competition 
in the tournament, so we really earned 
it. It's a very emotional and 
overwhelming feeling to win the 
championship. We've been so close so 
many times before and to finally break 
through is very, very sweet.” 


Following a 1-0 win over perennial 
champion College of New Jersey in the 
national semifinal, Salisbury seized 
quick control of the championship game 
against the Panthers. Freshman Tracey 
Lloyd scored unassisted just 5:22 into 
the contest to give the Sea Gulls a lead 
they wouldn't lose. Sophomore Brittany 
Elliott then tallied the first of her two 
goals, assisted by junior Erin Budd at 
11:14, to push the advantage to 2-0. 


Middlebury cut the lead in half by 
halftime, but Salisbury left no doubt in 
the final 35 minutes that the 
championship would return to 
Maryland’s Eastern Shore after a 
17-year absence. 


Brittany Elliott tallied her second marker 
at 41:29, assisted once again by Budd, 
and sister Lindsey Elliott added some 
insurance just five minutes later with her 
18th of the year, assisted by freshman 
Abbey Rowe, as Salisbury seized 
control. 


“We knew they would score,” said 
Chamberlin on Middlebury. “We just 
knew we needed to score more. Having 
a 4-1 lead in the second half took a little 
of the pressure off.” 


Led by seniors Sara Saubier, Megan 
Bailey and Kelly Murphy, the Sea Gull 
defense allowed few Panther challenges 
over the final 25 minutes. Senior goalie 
Melissa Taylor finished with seven 
saves, including just three in the second 
half. 


Sometimes statistics don’t give the true 
measure of a game, but in this case, 
they were close. Salisbury finished with 
an 18-10 edge in total shots, including 
13-3 in the second half, and a 15-3 
advantage in penalty corner 
opportunities, including 10-1 in the 
second half.
